He had testified;as to the 
facts, when the counsel for the state 
asked the opinion of the witness, from 
his knowledge of the case and his ex- 
perience as a physician, as to 
the 
cause of death. 
This' question the 
witness refused to answer, on the 
ground that his professional opinion 
was of moie value than 
seventy-five 
cents a day, the 
amount 
allowed 
witnesses by law. 
The judge was 
asked to direct the witness to answer 
the question,but this he declinedtodo, 
holding, substantially, that the seven-», 
ty-five cents allowed a witness was 
not suiTicient compensation for the 
opinion of a professional man. 


That the Toledo judge was right 
there can be no question. 
A man 
who has spent years of thought and 
study and much money in securing 
his professional education can not 
aflbrd to give an opinion which brings 
into uce all of his talents, knowledge 
and experience, for the mere pittance 
of court fees. 
True it establishes a 
dangerous precedent, in that it makes 
a distinction in witnesses di^iwn from, 
the different walks of life which the 
law does not tolerate, 
which the 
best interests of society does not war. 
rant. 
It may cost a man some money 
to become a good physician, but does 
it not cost other people something to 
become gond mechanics, 
aitisans, 
merchants, bankers, or to master any 
branch of business? 
Shall the law 
draw a distinction or shall meritori- 
ous skill and knowledge be rewarded 
with appropriate remuneration ?
